OUR TOWN HAS BEEN HI-JACKED - BUT BY WHOM: 


Despite our encouraging results in the last election registering an improvement in percentage, 
by the time it would take Todmorden to elect a majority of BPP Councillors across the eighteen 
wards, Calderdale Council will have destroyed our town irreversibly - With the help of the yup- 
pies and time sitters of Todmorden Pride of course. Most of these people are wealthy left- 
liberals looking for a town to run their own ‘community’, to meet their needs and whims. They 
support small businesses, but only selectively and in reality against all job creation, hence the 
lunacy coming out of the Town hall over the Sainsbury's proposals, which we co not have time 
to deal with now but (please see our back page for our views on that). 


The 2011 election saw the chucking out and resignation of the last remaining conscientious, 
hard-working councillors and most of the new eight remaining Labour Town Councillors stood to 
simply ‘fill the lists’ and seem to have never wanted to be elected in the first place. As a result of 
the Labour Party Councillors in Calderdale taking an equal rather than junior role in the Labour- 
Liberal Democrat Calderdale Administration, their Todmorden underlings will not have to work 
hard to ram through failed neo-Marxist social policies (they oppose personal liberty) and neo- 
liberal policies (they support unpatriotic business). 


Taxes will rise but there has been and will be no re-building of the crumbling Todmorden High 
School and there will be no improvement in the service we get at the new Health Centre in pro- 
portion to the old one. Workers, employers, consumers, homeowners and pensioners in Tod- 
morden have to deal with all this whilst stumping up more national insurance contributions, VAT 
hikes, and higher taxes on pension funds. It is these taxes taken together which are wiping out 
our economy and we are all suffering: In the long-run, higher taxes make us all the poorer. 


NO OPPOSITION OFFERING RADICAL SOLUTIONS TO OUR PROBLEMS: 


Now in blows the Todmorden Conservative Party: They show up with their blue rosettes and 
talk about being in tune with the people. Listen! They do not understand or care what you think, 
they peddle cheap populist rhetoric and will say anything to get you to vote for them. In the end 
they and the Liberal Democrats are cut from the same cloth. Needless to say the British Peo- 
ple’s Party campaign is going hard after the Conservatives and is having some success in per- 
suading the patriotic taxpayers who provide them with the rump of their vote to support a real 
Nationalist alternative in the BPP and a real freedom-lover in David Jones. Because of the 
County Council elections, there will be no elections in any of the five West Yorkshire districts 
2013 so next May is our last chance to strike the heart out of the Conservative Party. 


There is also a growing strand of potential ‘Independents’ who will look to take advantage of 
David O’Neill’s vote. This is composed of some of the ‘better’ ex-Liberal Democrat councillors, 
some of whom lost their seats in the last round of Town Council elections, but these are still 
Liberals not pro-local Nationalists. It is unclear if we have will see a full slate of mainstream, 
establishment independents in 2015 or not. We will be very surprised if one does not come 
forward in 2013 though, potentially splitting the BPP vote. 


TODMORDEN INDEPENDENCE - A RED HERRING: 


All the claptrap about the Halifax postcode in the pages of the local media. This has got some of 
our voters talking about Todmorden independence. A legitimate issue, yes! The BPP believes in 
the long-term that this should happen but any talk of it now, until another major boundary 
change and major reform of local government, is just political naval-gazing. Under the West 
Yorkshire centralized ‘metropolitan system’ (non County Council) it would be impossible to 
make such a case. Too small a population number and Local Government acts make this a total 
impossibility. What the Liberal Democrat fringe councillors and ex-councillors backing any future 
‘independent’ challenge are talking about is a just special status as a Civil Parish. 


This is why the BPP campaign is pro-Lancashire, in that we will have a real two-tier council sys- 
tem under which Todmorden could be financed by Preston but run its important planning issues 
locally. A boundary change to, say, Rochdale, Rossendale or Burnley could deliver us Littlebor- 
ough, Bacup and Whitworth, Cliviger and the Tops. None of these ‘independents’ have ever sat 
down with a map and researched local government boundaries with a view to getting us out 
from under Halifax or seriously campaigned for a reversal of the 1974 Local Government Act 
which is the cause. We are the only ones offering a clear plan to get Todmorden out of Calder- 
dale. 


THE REMEDY TO TODMORDEN’S PROBLEMS IS THE BPP: 


We are stepping up the campaign now to increase the strength of the BPP in all areas of the 
town and are developing a local ‘People’s Manifesto’ with which we hope you will all contribute 
ideas. We have three years left to build up a clear set of demands to present to the councillors 
and make it clear to them that it will be worth more than their job is worth to fly in the face of the 
wishes of the local people. We need to filibuster this attempt to create a ‘Town Plan’ which is 
designed to consolidate the voice of the special interests over the ordinary, hard-working Tod- 
mordians struggling to make ends meet.
